Cranston also voiced his approv­ 
al of Wood’s recommendation for 
revision of the law relating to

state superintendent sets forth his 
observations as follows:

I recommend that it*bs 
amended so as to provide for reg­ 
istration by competent census mar­ 
shals every third year in all dis­ 
tricts except districts maintaining 
a continuous census. The law also 
should make provision for reports 
of registration to the stats school 
off lea by all districts; for penalties 
on parents and guardians who fail 
to glvo tho required information, 
and penalties for failure to make 
registration and make report there­ 
on lh accordance with law." 
In the matter of bonding school 
fiscal agents, tho state official rec­ 
ommends that school boards be au­

suggests that each school board be 
required by law to provide for tho 
groper auditing of an funds raised 
by student bodies or other student 
organisations using the name of the 
school.

Juvenile delinquents In Orange 
county today ars no wilder than 
WM this class of offenders IO and 
12 years ago, -L. A. Warren, coun- I 
ty probation officer, declared in 1 
an 
address,

meeting of the Santa Ana Ex­ 
change club. 
The probation officer made that : 
statement in discussing work of 
the Juvenile department of the 
county. 
He asaerted that half of 
the cases coming to the attention 
of the probation officer are settled 
outside the juvenile court. 
Active co-operation by parents 
in handling canes, Warren said, 
made It possible to keep them out 
of court 
“As a rule, parents do not co­ 
operate with 
the probation of­ 
ficer when their offspring gets 
into trouble requiring considera­ 
tion by the office,” the probation 
officer commented. 
Discipline Ie Lest 
The officer pointed out thst no 
matter how rigid control a parent 
may maintain in the home, the 
effect of parental discipline is lost 
in the period between the hour the 
child la dismissed from school In 
the afternoon auld the time he 
reaches home, or the time the 
father arrives at home to take con­ 
trol of the child. 
“The parent has control of. the 
child In the evening, and in the 
morning before he goes to school,” 
Warren said. 
"But the associatea 
of the child are with him during 
the school hours and after school 
and, if the associates are evil 
minded, the home-disciplined child 
loses the effect of the home train­ 
ing and sooner or later gets Into 
trouble." 
At the risk of incurring the dis­ 
pleasure of teachers, the officer 
made bold to declare that school 
today is adjourned too early in 
the afternoon.

Provided there Is sufficient drain­ 
age, avocados can be grown in 
relatively shallow soil, 34 or 30 
Inches deep.

From 200 to 260 pounds per 
acre actual nitrogen are required 
to maintain 
bearing grove In 
good condition and this can not 
be furnished by a cover "-op alone. 
Th* best fertiliser practice calls 
for the use of largo quantities of 
stable manure, from 5 to IO cubic 
feet per tree, in the late summer 
or fall, cover crops In til* w inter 
and possibly some quick acting 
m aterials in the spring, such aB 
dried blood, sulphate of ammonia 
or nitrate of lime. 
W here stable 
m anure 
is

available, 
bean 
straw or old alfalfa hay can be 
used instead.

Make several holes In the nests 
with an iron bar or pointed stick 
and pour into them bolling water, 
immediately covering up the holes 
and throwing sacks or piles of old 
carpet over the nests. 
To use the 
calcium or sodium cyanide dissolve 
an ounce of either in about two 
gallons of w ater and pour as you 
would the bolling water, closing 
up the holes and covering with 
something to keep the gas in.

Th* soil Is known as “tubeland,” 
consisting largely of decomposed 
peat. Nearly twice as much seed as 
is commonly used was planted and 
the crop was heavily fertilized with 
a chemical fertilizer composed 
of 
about 23 per cent phosphoric acid 
and 24 per cent potash. 
Practically all the work of plant­ 
ing. digging, washing, grading and 
sacking the potatoes was done by 
mechanical equipm ent Many of the 
machines used in this work were 
perfected by Roscoe Zuckerman.

THE HIGHWAY PROBLEM 
I 
In looking to the future growth and development 
I and prosperity of California, no single factor stands 
I I 
out more prominently or more promisingly than its 
highway system. 
And d» voters and taxpayers of 
the state are just now confronted with the problem 
of timely and adequate financing of that factor. 
The opinion is quite generally entertained and ex­ 
pressed. that a large majority of those who voted 
“No" on either of the highway financing proposals 
submitted at die November election did so in die 
hope and confident expectation that the other—for 
which they voted “Yes"—would carry. Indeed, it is 
probable that a great majority of the taxpayers who 
voted either way on either of these proposals would 
rather both had carried than that both should be de­ 
feated. In other and fewer words, the majority of 
voters and taxpayers are willing to provide funds for 
highway extension, for new construction. Undoubt­ 
edly it is upon this theory that Governor Young, in his 
inaugural message, strongly recommended legisla­ 
tive action to that end. and that such legislation has 
been initiated by the introduction of bills, one call­ 
ing for an increased gasoline tax and one providing 
for a bonds election. 
There seems to be little hope or expectation that 
the bonds election bill will pass, and it would seem 
expedient for those who think funds for new highway 
construction should be provided to put their faith in 
the gasoline tax proposal and concentrate 
their 
strength in support of that measure. 
The best information obtainable indicates that it 
would be a mistake to proceed upon the theory that 
present sources of revalue for highways will pro­ 
vide any considerable amount, if anything at all, or 
new construction. 
Maintenance and reconstruction 
are imperative if the tremendous investiront in paved 
highways is to be adequately profited. 
The state highway system now consists of about 
I 6600 miles of roads, upon over half of which con- 
I st ruction work has been done. Paving has been com­ 
pleted on 2500 mSes, and nearly 700 miles of high­ 
ways, previously built, had berm completely recon­ 
structed on June 30 of this year. 
But for ail that, the state highway system, even 
as originally planned, is far from complete, and it is 
even farther from complete, in the sense of ade­ 
quateness, with respect to present and prospective 
needs. 
Continuous and rapid increase in population and 
wealth bring increases in traffic on state highways j 
beyond possibility of forecasting, and there are noj 
discernible factors to stabilize the growth of traffic 
at any given point. These considerations force the : 
conclusion that California cannot exercise true econ­ 
omy and allow construction of state highways to re­ 
main at a standstill. 
The insistent needs at the present time are to con­ 
struct the interstate routes to our borders, to de­ 
velop road facilities to and around our great recrea­ 
tional areas, to open new traffic arteries for relief 
of congestion in and around our large population 
centers, to provide all of our county seats with the 
highway facilities mutually agreed upon in 1910, and < 
[ to provide lateral roads connecting with the main 
I ; lines to permit of cross travel between the valleys and 
II the coast. 
|i 
The state highway engineer has estimated that for ; 
I the present highway system over $200,000,000 will 
I be required to provide the facilities demanded by the 
I public. Highway construction costs are approximately 
I four times as great as fifteen years ago, when the 
I state highway project was inaugurated, and engineers 
I predict that still greater and wider facilities must be 
I provided. 
I 
It would therefore seem advisable for those who 
I believe in looking ahead and going ahead, those who 
S have faith in the marvelous future of California, to 
I assist in any way they can in forwarding legislation 
I that will provide funds for proceeding conservatively 
I with the completion of California's wonderful sys- 
i tem of highways, which undoubtedly constitutes one 
8 of its greatest attractions and resources.

It I vara We Prose — ........ ■— v 
Some of the Loo Angeles ropers are still holding 
pest mortem* over the election returns with a view 
of stirring up animosity between the north and 
south, 
To read some of these articles one would 
be led to infer that all the virtue In tho state re­ 
poses in the people of Southern California and that 
it is little short of a crime that this section has 
to be tied up with the wicked people of Ban 
Francisco and Sacramento in tho relations of state­ 
hood. 
An analysis is made of the state vote on the re­ 
peal of the Wright aet and on the race track gam­ 
bling measure in an effort to prove a radical dif­ 
ference between the two sections of the stets on 
moral Issues. 
The returns however do not bear 
out that theory in any substantial manner. 
It is 
true that Los Angeles and other Southern California 
counties voted against the race 
track 
law 
and 
against repeal of tho Wright aet while San Fran­ 
cisco and Sacramento voted for gambling and for 
repeal of the enforcement law. 
In other counties 
la Northern and Central California however tho vote 
on these two moral Issues was In harmony with 
the majorities in Southern California. In foot some 
of those northern counties showed a “dry" sentiment 
and an anti-gambling sentiment stronger than the 
general sentiment in Southern California on those 
issues. San Francisco and Sacramento have a much 
large proportion of the "old California” vote than 
almost any other counties In the stats; and that 
vote represents tho "liberal" sentiment which ex­ 
isted in the early days of the history of tho state. 
Even there however, tho sentiment te changing; 
and the difference in viewpoint forms 
no sound 
argument for state division. 
An analysis of tho VTO# on other Issues Mows 
that the sentiment was not divided on tho linos of 
the north against the south. 
There was a line-up 
of all the rest of the state against Los Angeles en 
' the reapportionment issue. 
I 
Every county in the state, sxcspt Loo Angeles, 
; voted in favor of Amendment Number St, the term 


I bureau or federal plan of apportionment That vote 
was inspired by fear of the growing political power 
of Los Angeles and of tbs arrogant, 
selfish and 
brutal manner in which that power is sometimes 
used against other parts of tho state. 
And tho 
Southern California counties, outside pf Los An­ 
geles, were just as strong for Number SI as was 
any county in tbs north. Opposition to the Auto­ 
mobile club plan of highway financing, Number S, 
was also somewhat sectional; and It was sectional 
because the law was generally regarded as an open­ 
ing wedge for state division. 
And Riverside and 
other Southern California counties, outside of Los 
Angeles, are just as much opposed to state division 
as is San Francisco or Sacramento. 
On the great majority of the propositions on tho 
ballot, the vote Indicated no suggestion of sectional 


i feeling. The people differed, and differed honestly, 
but not because they lived In one «cotton or an­ 
other. 
state division is about as dead an issue as could 
be dug up at this time; and the efforts in Los An­ 
geles to galvanize it Into a semblance of life are 
doomed to complete failure.

Restoring Golden Rule 
To Affairs of World

At tho recent religious conference in Milwaukee on the subject 
of practical Christianity in modern life, attended by great numbers 
of college students, throe representing theological colleges passed res­ 
olutions refusing to indorse or participate in any future war and to 
work to restore the golden rule in the world of business competi­ 
tion. The American people want no war with anybody unless we are 
absolutely right in our contention. However, the trouble with that 
proviso is, that it is the habit of the people of every nation to be­ 
lieve that they have right on their side when they fight No people 
could have believed mole sincerely in the righteousness of their 
cause than did the Germans in the late war. If ore are to stop war 
we murt take the attitude that we wfll not approve it even when 
ire am right unless forced into it for the active aggression of some 
other nation. In that sense we could be "too proud to fight," our 
pride being that of one who sacrifices aad endures for the sake of 
others. 
TTiat is the Christian attitude, but we are probably not 
sufficiently Christian as a nation to take it. 
So far as "restoring" the golden rule to business is concerned, 
nothing of that kind can be done, because it has never ruled in 
competitive business. Never in the history of the world has business 
been transacted along the lines of that wonderful principle, except 
for rare individuals. The rule of business in every land sad every 
age has beta "all the traffic will bear," until quite recent times, 
when some of the spirit of this rule has begun to manifest itself, One 
of its first manifestations was the adoption in the United States of 
the one price system of merchandising. Everywhere else in the 
world even the purchase of a small article at retail involved « bar­ 
gaining controversy between buyer and seller, each trying to get the 
better of the other. It was the worst in Oriental lands and still is, 
but the principle of making a bargaining trade of every transaction 
obtained everywhere. Only in America does tile system of a fair 
price and the same to all prevail as the common rule of trade. 
While tins is not the golden rule in its complete flower, it has 
some of the spirit of the rule in its effort to make all transactions 
fair to both parties. We need to develop that spirit and apply it 
more fully to all our human intercourse, not merely to retail trade, 
When we shall have carried it into our international relations we 
shall have done much to promote universal peace.

NO SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


California's new superintendent of the motor ve­ 
hicle department has started out right, and there's 
every reason to believe he will keep going along the 
path he has started upon. His first official act was 
to cancel some 3000 or more "special" badges that 
had been issued for die department to "friends" all 
over the state. These badges had been looked on 
by motorcycle officers and by the persons who held 
them as signifying immunity from arrest. 
"You 
can't arrest me." is what in effect, they said. 
Orange county had its fill of special privileges and 
fixing of speed tickets. The situation in this county 
was cleared up last summer with the arrival of In­ 
spector Greer, after insistent demands were made on 
the state department for changes. Other counties of 
die state are still operating under the special priv­ 
ilege system for motor drivers, and the new motor 
vehicle head has a job on his hands in putting his 
policy into effect. 
Withdrawal of the immunity 
badges was the first step needed to help the situation. 
That would do no good if the new department head 
merely took badges away from the friends of the old 
administration and gave row badges to friends of the 


I row administration. Chief Snook, however, says that 
throe will be bo more special privileges.

SKIN ERUPTIONS LAID TO DVK IN FUR 
Every winter phyaiclana who apaclaltee ta diseases 
of the skin ara asked to tee casas of sruptlons 
around the throat and wrists resulting from poison­ 
ing with incompletely or improperly dyed furs. 
The principal eymptoms are blotches and swelling 
with itching and burning, so Mvere ta Mme cases 
that the person cannot sleep at night. 
The trouble Is found ta most instancM to result 
from rabbit that to dyad to Imitate beaver, although 
all sorts of furs may bs involved. 
In these cases the poisonous substance to usually 
a compound of paraphenylsndiamln, th# same pois­ 
onous substance that causes irritation of th* scalps 
those who attempt to dye gray hair black. 
Many foreign nations have Introduced laws to 
prevent the use of this substance is hair dyes and 
to regulate the fui-dyelng Industry. 
Similar laws 
have been passed In some of our states, hut there to 
as yet no nation-wide regulation regarding the usa 
of this substance. 
Not all persons ars squally sensitive to this Ays. 
Soma may wear furs dyad In this manner without 
symptoms, but those who ars Mnsitlve develop se­ 
vere reactions. 
Several Investigative committees are attempting 
t » secure a record of all of the cases of this .type 
that occur.
